Duncan would not. say why 
evidence will be presented to 
a grand jury this morning, 
although it was reported that 
a quick indictment and 
speedy trial for Crump were 
sought. 

T h e disclosure of the 
prosecution’s stepped* up 
timetable came as a simple, 
half-hour funeral service was, 
held for Mrs. Meyer on what 
would have been her 44th 
birthday yesterday in the 
Bethlehem Chapel of Wash- 
ington Cathedral. About 300 
persons attended. 

Mrs. Meyer, a Georgetown' 
artist and friend of Mrs. John 
F. Kennedy, was shot to 
death Monday while strolling 
along the towpath of the
